Brodie, Siamese twin who for 34 
days amazed the medical world by 
surviving a head-to-head suigical 
separation, died last night 


The 16-month-old boy had oeen 


m a deep coma since the history- 
making operation Dec. 17. His 
brain circulation was impaired and 
his condition had been listed "every 
precaiious" since the separation 
from his brother Rodney Dee. 


Attending physicians had ex- 


pressed amazement that he sur- 
vived the 1 hour *nd 40 minute 
operation. 


The surgery on the twins, who 


were born joined at the top of their 
heads, was the first time in medi- 
cal history the patients had sur- 
vived such an operation 


Rodney, since the separation, 


has undergone two plastic proced- 
ures to put skin over his brain He 
has shown some signs he is on the 
road to recovery 
However, he 


must undergo further surgery and 
his condition still is regarded as 
critical 


It was during the twins' separa- 


tion that surgeons discovered there 
was only one superior sagittal 
sinus draining blood back from 
both brains Because Rodney was 
holding up'much better during the 
marathon operation and surgery 
in his favor could be more easily 
performed, he was favored 
for 


"survival of the fittest' by the 
surgeons 
They gave the sagittal 


sinus and most of the brain cover- 
ing to Rodney and took the bigger 
chance on Roger's survival 


Parents of the twins, Mr. and 


Mrs. Royt Brodie, were informed 
of Roger's death late last night 
through a relative as they have no 
telephone in their farm home near 
Moline, 111.

THE NEW COMMANDING OFFICER 


President Eisenhower may look back upon his life 


until 12:32 p. m. Tuesday as almost carefree when 
compared with what lies ahead. 


His whole life had been a preparation for military 


eminence. He attained it. If he had retired from 
public life when he retired from military life his place 
in history would be unquestioned. 


It would have been military history, of course. 


Any fault found with him in that field, such as in 
tactics or strategy, would have been only a minor 
footnote in the fat volume of his achievements. 


His was military success on the ^grand scale. But 


the affection he won from a grateful nation was for 
more than just his victories in battle. 


In his appearance he represented the military side 


of democracy at its best: He was a warm, smiling 
man. 
On the most solemn occasion he seemed as 


""friendly and familiar as the man next door. 


But by the very nature of his military life; and of 


the position of a military man in a republic, there 
.was always someone above him to give final ap- 
eproval, or the final order, for a decision he made. 


When he was a lieutenant, it was the captain; 


when he was a general or chief of staff, it was the 
^President. Someone until now always stood between 
him and the final critical judgment of history on 
whatever he did 
._ That is no longer true. After 12:32 yesterday, as 
new head of the government, he became responsible 
for leadership ii: problems greater than any he ever 
knew as head of armies, great as they were. 


WTith the presidency he assumes leadership for 


roughly hah* the people on earth because this country 
has undertaken leadership for that part of mankind 
w,hich lies outside communism. 


President Truman laid the groundwork for that 


leadership. But il was only a beginning. It will be up 
to Eisenhower to use what has already been done and 
improve upon it. 


These next four years may be the turning point, 


one way or the other, in the struggle with commun- 
ism. 
So the future of mankind may depend upon his 


ability, his vision and his decisions. 


He didn't have- to take the presidency. He could 


have stopped where he was, knowing history would 
always deal with him most kindly. He cannot now 
be sure of that in his new assignment. 


If he succeeds, he will have an even more honored 


place in history. If he fails? Only time could measure 
the degree and the consequences of his failure. 


It speaks well for his confidence in himself, and 


the confidence cf his countrymen in him, that here, 
almost at the beginning of old age, he is willing to 
undertake what is, in effect, a new life. 


BEN'S STOVE 


The New York Times 


It must have been about this time of year that 


Benjamin Franklin first had his idea for a stove. He 
was about to begin his thirty-eighth year, an age 
when a man would have had enough of chill and 
scorch from a fireplace. 
Ingenious as he was, he 


knew that a fire in an iron box open to the room on 
all s^des would radiate much more heat than a fire 
in a wall. He may even have known that such fire- 
boxes, or stoves were used in Alsace back in the 
fifteenth century, then forgotten. At any rate, in the 
year 1744 Benjamin Franklin had an iron founder 
cast the plates for a stove of his own design. Thus 
was the Franklin stove born. 


It wasn't elaborate. It was essentially a free- 


standing fireplace, a cast-iron, open-front box in 
which wood was burned. The fire heated the iron box 
and the iron box heated the room, its smoke drawn 
off by a pipe or flue. It still had the cheer of an open 
fire. But in it was the germ idea for all the stoves 


nd most of the furnaces that have followed it. 


Unlike so many early inventions, the Franklin 


stove persists even today. It is an antique and in 
many places a rarity, but not many of those fortun- 
ate few who have one would willingly be rid of it. 
Anachronism that it is—and somehow it seems even 
more out of date than a fireplace—it has an honored 
place in many a New England country living room. 
I'en love it, particularly in January. 
Dogs bask 


in its gentle glow. And wherever you find one, there 
is the spirit of Old Ben, his back to its open glow, 
beaming, satisfied, content that his firebox was as 
important, in its way, as his kite.

GREEN BEAN SKILLET DINNER . . . One-dish meal.

Do you like to save time and energy sometimes by serving your 


family "dinner in a diih"? Here's our nomination for a main course 
that teams meat, rice, tomato sauce and canned green beans. It 
seems to this taster that canned green beans haye improved in 
quality in recent years; we find that fine-quality brands of the 
vegetable are excellent in flavor, firm, and attractive in color. 


And here's a suggestion for a Sunday night supper dish. 
If 


you keep a can of green beans and a jar of dried beef on your 
fcitchen shelves you can put this dish together in no time at all and 
serve it with crisp toast. For dessert bring on a bowl of crisp red 
apples or firm tresh pears and some wedges of Roquefort cheese 
and you'll have a fine ending for your supper. 


GREEN BEAN SKILLET DINNEK 
. 


Ingredients: I pound ground beef, '/2 CUP evaporated milk,'ill 


cup fresh bread crumbs, '/t cup finely chopped onion, l'/2 tea-| 
spoons salt, '/» teaspoon pepper, 2 tablespoons fat, I one-pound' 
can green beans, I can condensed tomato soup, 2 teaspoons vine- 
gar, 2 cups hot cooked rice. 


Method: To ground beef, add evaporated milk, bread crumbs,: 


2 tablespoons onion, I teaspoon salt and l/g teaspoon pepper. 
Shape into a round or oval patty. Melt fat in skillet; add meat 
and brown on both sides. While meat is browning, drain beans.! 
Add remaining 2 tablespoons onion to liquid and boil rapidly until: 
liquid is reduced to '/| cup. Add to meat with soup, vinegar, '/2 
teaspoon salt and 1/3 teaspoon pepper; cover and cook-20 minutes. 
Ada beans; heat to serving temperature. Spoon hot cooked rice 
around edge of skillet; serve from skillet.
